NAVY AUTHORISED DEDUCTIONS REGULATIONS, 1959 
S . R . O . 227 , dated 8th Aug. 1959. - In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec 
tion 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957 ) read with section 27 thereof, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following regulations, namely :- - 

Short title .-— These regulations may be called the Navy (Authorised Deductions ) 
Regulations, 1959 . 

2. Authorised Deduction . - The following dcductions may be made from the pay , 
allowances and other benefits due to offlcers and seamen , namely : -- 
( a ) upon the general or special order of the Central Government, any sum 

required to meet any public claim or any ship or service debt that 

may be due from him ; and 
( b ) any sum required to meet compulsory contributions to any provident 

fund or any benevolent or other fund approved by the Central Gov 

ernment. 
Explanation . -- (i) Public Claim means any public debt or disallowance includ 
ing any over - issue, or a deficiency of irregular expenditure of public money or 
store of which , after due investigation , no explanation satisfactory to the Central 
Government is given by the person who is responsible for the same. 

(ii ) The aforesaid deductions shall be in addition to those specified in the 
Navy Act, 1957.

Judge of the Court of Small Causes within the local limits of whose 
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jurisdiction the person claiming reinstatement was employed im 
mediately before he was called up for training , muster or army 

service under these Rules ; and 
( b ) elsewhere, be the District and Sessions Judge within the limits of whose 

jurisdiction such person was so employed . 
15 . Nature of inquiry by prescribed authority , — Where a reference is made by 
any party under the proviso to sub -section ( 1 ) of section 7 to the authority re 
ferred to in Rule 14 , a copy of such reference shall be served upon the opposite 
party and the said authority shall decide the matter after giving both the parties 
a reasonable opportunity of being heard and after making such further inquiry , 
If any, as it thinks fit . 

16 . Prescribed rights under section 8 . -- When any reservist is called up for 
training, muster or Army service under these Rules 
( a ) he may , at his option , continue to subscribe to any provident or superan 

nuation fund or other scheme for the benefit of employees maintained 
in connection with the employment which he relinquished immediately 
before he was called up for training , muster or Army service , at such ! 
rates as were applicable to him under the rules of such fund or 

scheme. 
(b ) the employer by whom such reservist was employed shall continue to 

credit his account in the fund or scheme with the amount subscribed 
and the interest on the amount in such account in accordance with 

the rules of the fund or scheme; 
( c ) such reservist may, if the rules of the fund or scheme so permit and 

in accordance with such rules, withdraw sums from the amount 

standing at his credit in the fund or scheme; and 
( d ) for the purpose of calculating the amount of contribution or with 

drawal admissible , such reservist s salary shall be deemed to be the 
salary which he would have received had he not been so called up ."

TRAFFIC BYE - LAWS 
S .R .O . 229 , dated 6th Aug. 1959 . — The following hyc- laws for the prohibition 
of any description of traffic in the streets of Fatehgarh Cantonment, made by the 
Cantonment Board , Fatehgarh , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 4 ) 
of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , are hereby 
published for general information , the same having been previously published 
and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required 
by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act , namely : 

1 . The Cantonment Board may by a resolution of which a public notice shall 
be given prohibit either absolutely or during such hours as may be notified by 
the Cantonment Board on this behalf any kind of vehicular traffic on any street 
within the Cantonment limits , 

2 . A person driving a vehicle in contravention of an order under bye - law I 
shall on demand by the Cantonment Executive Officer or any servant of the Board 
give his name and full address and also that of the owner of the vehicle . 

3 . The owner or driver of a vehicle contravening the provision of bye - law i 
shall on conviction by a Magistrate be liable to a fine which may extend to Afty 
rupees and for a gubsequent conviction to a fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees , 

4 . Any person who does not give the name and address as demanded under 
bye - law 2 or gives or attempts to give name or address which is not correct, shall 
on conviction by a Magistrate be liable to a fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees besides such other punishment to which he may be liable under 
any other law .

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WATER TAX IMPOSITION 
S . R . O . 230 , dated 6th Aug . 1959 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by sec 
tion 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , the Cantonment Board , Dehu 
Road , hereby imposes, with the previous sanction of the Central Government a 
Water Tax on all buildings in the said Cantonment which are not connected 
directly to the water supply main at the following rates: 
( a ) one and a half percent per annum of the annual value where the annual 

value of the building does not exceed Rs. 100 / -, 
(b ) three percent per annum of the annual value where the annual value 

of building exceeds Rs. 100 / - but does not exceed Rs. 200 / - , 
( c ) four and a half percent per annum of the annual value , where the 

annual value of the building exceeds Rs. 200 / - but does not exceed 

Rs. 300 / -, 
( d ) six percent per annum of the annual value where the annual value of the 

building exceeds Rs. 300 / - but does not exceed Rs. 400 / -, 
( e ) seven and a half percent per annum of the annual value where the 

annual value of the building exceeds Rs. 400 / - but does not exceed 

Rs, 500 / - ; 
( 1 ) nine percent per annum of the annual value where the annual value of 

the building exceeds Rs. 500 / -, 
The tax is leviable on owners / occupiers of the aforesaid buildings situated within 
the limits of the Dehu Road Cantonment.
